After Baker hail \nformed 
them that I was as good as themſelves, and my Father a publick, Perſonthat may Ad- 
wvance the Canſe in the Country, we ſaluted, and all of us Reſolved to have ſome Godly 
Communication, at the Sign of the Ship by tbe Ealt India Houſe in Leaden Hall ftrter, 

The man of the houſe, as the ww Hiil the Drawer of Cloth informed;though he was 
a Trained Souldier, yet was truly honeſt to the Godly Party. 

And our Conference there, was all of Gods Glory, in Zeal we were up ro the Eyes 
and I began exattly to Speak their Language; and eſpecially to fit Riggs with expreſſi- 
ons ſutable to bis T one, becauſe 1 found him the moſt intelligent perſon among ſt them, 
and the Darling of the Churches. After much circumlocution 1 bad inſiauated inta; 
Riggs 4 good op1n10n of me, that our Souls were as David and Jonathans ; Then down+ 
right we came to the buſineſſe, and Riggs aſſured me ; (1 having certified hiaw of ony

Foſters man told 
me he was at Soppes.chere with his Maſter + 1 went up, there was this Lieverenanc 
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Chapman, and Phillips, which was the firſt time I laid eyes on Phillips > My bufi- 
neſs was to ſpeake with Mr. Chapman the Chapman the Carricr 3 bur I perceived 
by ſome diſcourſe of Mr. Ptillips,there was ſomerhing driving on 3 bur I muſt ay, 
that Captain Foſter walked about the Room, as it he minded nor the diſcourſe ;

T would have you know this , whereas you make exception againſt 
thoſe perſons thatare guilty of the ſame crime, thar's a miſtake to ſay they are not wit- 
neſſes; in caſes of Treaſon, where there are works of darkneſs, theſe are things men 
will not do by day-light bur in darkneſs, and who can diſcover thele works of darkneſs 
berter than they that have todo with them, if God turn their hearts: It's true, fuch 
perſons as thele are, 1t they had been convicted, they are not Witneſſes, but though they 
are in the ſame fault, it is frequent they are allowed, beſides they ate nor witneſſes alone, 
there are divers circumſtances, 1 Edward 6. 5 Edwards. both ſtatutes fay, there ſhall be 
twolawful witneſſes in caſes of high treaſon, that is ſuch witneſſes as the Law would al- 
low, before thoſe ſtatures, the meaning of the ſtatutes was, that men might notbe taken 
upon a bare ſurmize; therefore the Law ſayes, there ſhall be two witneſſes, when one 
is accuſed of Treaſon, another in the ſame offence unconvicted and untainted, his Evi- 
dence 15 made uſe of, and though1it is notſo upright a witnefle as others, yet he is ſuch 
a witneſs as the Jury is to take notice of: ir is plain by ſeveral circumſtances, you have 
been a principal perſon, a Leader on of the buſineſs; though a man be but preſent 
when Treaſon is ſpoken or deſigned and adted, if this man be preſent, and ſhew any 
thing of approbation, his concealing of it isas much Treaſon as he that did ir, they are 
all principals in Treaſon. - | 

Sir Henry Finch, May it pleaſe your Lordſhips and you Gentlemen of the Jury, you 
have heard the Evidence of the Priſoners at the bar, five of them have ſtood our their 
Tryal, a fixth hath confeſſed the Fa& againſt thoſe perſons that now ſtand at the Barr 
under. good favour there isa clear and unqueſtionable proof of the Crime charged of 
them, and they have not ſaid any thing that hath either raken away the credit of the

Tonge and Philljps in one, and Stubbs and Gibbs in the orher, to 
che common place of Execntion at Tyburn : Where being come, they 
WETE ICC into a Cart under the Gallowes; and the Executioner de- 

firing themſeverally to forgive him, they all declared they did freely for- 

give him and all their enemies, and did ſeverally ſalute each other with 
this Phraſe, Welcome, Brother; and ro one another ſaid, We are now lanching into the 
deep. They being all tied up, Phillips gave the Execurioner a (mall ſumme of Money, 
and the reſt dire&ed the Executioner to take our of their pockets a ſmall parcel of mony, 

as their gift to him ; and Phillips afterwards bended a Srx-pence, and preſented it to a 
friend of-his, Mr. Stroud; and a Shilling likewiſe bended co -one Mr. Clark, Then the 

Under-Sheriff of Middl:ſex acquainted them, they had all free liberty to ſpeak, provid- 
ed they did not refle& upon his Majeſty or the preſent Government; which they all pro- 
_ not to do, and thanked him for his civility z and then Phillips began in manner 
ollowing.
